SCHOOL NOTES. 

COUNTY TAXATION. 

If we are agreed that in order to have 
good teachers, we must pay good prices, 
id there seems to be no room for dis- 
ite as to this, then the practical ques- 
tion is how shall teachers be paid ? Just 
here I expect some suge, whose mental 
liorizou does not reach beyond the ques- 

;he declaration that the schools ought to 
je taught for the public money. Let us 
a-eiah this proposition. Of the forty-six 
white public schools in Mason County, 
outside of the city of Maysville, only five 
paid this vearin public money over $200; 
six from |150 to $200; eight from $125 to 
$150; ten from $100 to $125; eleven from 
$75 to $100 : four from $50 to $75, and 
o less than $50, the average for each 
atibei being $1 lit 75. The law requires 
_ five months school in all of the dis- 
tricts except five, three of thuso are four 
months and two three months, making 
the average per month to teachers $24.05. 
Pay out of this $10 per month bo ard and 
we have $14.05, or le*s than the wanes of 
>od farm baud. This is in. leased l.y 

jeriptiou iu many districts and in 

others by pro rata ass-ssmeiit, but Hum' 
are always attended with annoyance, if 
not with loss to the teacher. The law 
allowing district taxation has been re- 
pealed uiul in its place enacted that ol 
county taxation. In the States where 
the public schools have been car- 
ried to the highest degree of perfection, 
we Bad much of the expense met by 
local taxation. The State furnishes the 
machinery, the superintendence of the 
schools with a general fund and local en- 
terprise, interest and pride comes in with 
' itantial help iu county and township 
lion. The State of Kentucky has 
probably gone far enough for the present 
and it remains to be Been whether the 
mties will supplement this fund with 
liberal taxation. No doubt many counties 

vantage in being in tbe lead. " vVhen 4 'it 
is known that a county has increased the 
pay of its teachers, the enterprising 
teachers from adjoining counties be- 
e competitors, and having much ma- 



terial to choose from the county board 
will be able to raise the standard of qual- 
ification. Not only this but the county 
can then with confidence expect her 
teach rs to attend the meetings of the 
institute and county association, to read 
professional works and educational jour- 
nals, and usa every means that they, and 
the Countv Superintendent, can find out 
for their improvement, and if thecounty is 
under proper superintendence, system- 
atic, written and oral methods will be 
introduced into every school. Nor is this 
all, tbe improvement of the schools, and 
educational advantaees will not only im- 
prove society, but will enhance the value 
of property. Let us for a lew moments 
bring this home to Mason County. The 
pupil children of Mason County as shown 
by last year's census report are «,728, or 
4,937 in" the county and 1.701 in the city. 
The assessed value of the property of 
Mason Countv for same vear, 1884, is 
$7,524,485, or $5,(i23,8tll in tlie county and 
$1,845,(152 in the citv, in other words the 
children of the citv are over 3(i percent, of 
the children of thecounty, While the 
quite 88 per cent.
